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Sacramento State College, Otto Butz, 
acting-president of SSC, and the Trustees 
of the California State Colleges have been 
named respondents in a iaw suit filed 
by the Associated Students of Sacramento 
State College on Tuesday, April 7, 1970. 


The order to show cause, pictured on 
this page, was filed along with the suit. 


John Poswell is the attorney of record 
for the ASSSC and the lawyer who fled 
the suit. Poswell is a past student body 
president of SSC and a recent graduate 
of the Berkeley law school, 

Otto Butz and the Trustees are to 
appear in court at 9 a.m. on April 27, 
1870 to show cause why a writ of mandate 
commanding them to recognize the Society 
for Homosexual Freedom should not be 
issued, 

This suit is a test case to contest the 
decision of the college not to recognize 
the Society for Homosexual Freedom. 


The basis of the suit is that the 
decision not to recognize the organization 
violated first and fourth amendment rights 
of the club. 

The society received approval from the 


student senate for recognition in March 
but a few days later Butz denied adminis- 


trative approval for recognition. 
Butz has been served with appropriate 
legal papers in regard to the suit. 
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Butz, trustees named 
respondents in law suit

Brown urges revision 
of outdated moral laws

‘‘California’s outdated laws regarding 
sexual behavior must be changed now.” 
This comment came from State Assembly- 
men Willie Brown in a speech presented 
to Sacramento State College students 
Tuesday. 

Brown (R-San Francisco) is the author 
of Assembly Bill 701 which deals with 
revision of certain sections of the state’s 
penal code. If passed into law, the bill 
will delete sections 288A (homosexual 
activity), 269 (adultery) and 286 
(sodomy). These activities are now illegal 
under existing state laws and punishable 
by prison terms, 

Dressed in a blue double-breasted 
suit and ‘“‘mod’’ shirt and tie, Brown 
minced no words in expressing his dis- 
dain for existing laws and regulations 
pertaining to private sexual behavior. “it 
is a crime when qualified persons are 
denied jobs as teachers or government 
workers because of antiquated moral 
laws,”’ he said, However, he went on to 
point out that his bill deals with these 
practices only when applied to consenting 
adults who engage in these acts in private. 

Brown was critical of what he termed 
**elosed minded morality’’ practiced by the 


state legislature and court system. Citing 
several examples where public officials 
and teachers have been dismissed be- 
cause of ‘‘illegal’ sex activities, he 
pointed out that these activities are con- 
doned and practiced by many legislators 
but they have not dared to attack the 
“‘sacred cow” of sexuality because they 
feel it would twrt their chances for re- 
election. The speaker indicated that while 
politicians avoid a stand on the subject, 
they always make token promises in 
order to attract the ‘‘gay’’ vote. 

This is not the first time Brown has 
attempted to get legislation passed to 
legalize homosexuality and ‘“‘unaccep- 
table’’ sex practices. Last year he spon- 
sored Assembly Bill 743 which was much 
the same as the current bill, but failed 
to get the necessary votes in the Assem- 
bly for passage. 

When asked point blank if he thought 
there was any chance for AB 701 to 
become law, Brown said, ‘‘lam optimistic, 
but we are still 34 votes short for 
passage.”” The bill is scheduled to come 
out of committee April 7 at which time 
it will be placed before both houses of 
legislature. If passed there, it will 
remain to be seen if Governor Reagan 
will exercise his veto power on this bill 
for sexual liberation.

Increase in theft is 
responsibility of all 


School had been underway slightly over a month 
last semester and already over 20 bicycles had been 
reported stolen from the bicycle racks on the SSC 
campus. 

A Hornet story pointing out the seriousness of 
the bicycle thefts included a warning for all students 
to lock and chain their bikes to metal racks provided 
by the college. It seems this is no guarantee at all 
that a bicycle will still be there when a student re- 
turns after class. 

The thieves have struck again this week and are 
using hacksaws and boltcutters on the chains -- 
even in broad daylight with students and teachers 
walking by. 

As an experiment, the Hornet assigned a reporter 
to ‘‘steal’’ a bicycle from a rack containing five 
bikes. Using a 24-inch hacksaw, the reporter sawed 
through two steel bolts without being challenged -- 
this at 9 a.m. on Thursday morning. The climax 
to this incredible event came when a student cyclist, 
after hesitating for only a moment, parked his bike 
in the same rack in which the “‘thief” was working 
and left without so much as locking his bike or asking 
a question! 

It seems a pity that students, the ones least 
able to afford to be victimized by thieves, are falling 
prey to these lowly thieves because their peers 
ignore suspicious behavior around the bike racks. 

We feel everyone on campus -- students, pro- 
fessors, staff personne! and police -- should share 
the responsibility of curbing the rising frequency of 
bicycle thefts on SSC campus.

Judicial improvements 


Recently the Supreme Court upheld the right of a judge to bind and 
gag an ‘‘obstreperous defendant’, and to cite him for contempt of 
court. It also upheld the right of a judge to remove an “abusive, 
unruly defendant’? from the courtroom, and proceed with the trial 

We members of the Silent Majority Foundation, who wish to pre- 
serve the dignity, and solemnity of the American judicial system, 
applaud this mildly stoned decision. We further urge that the students 
of Sacramento State College support President Nixon's courageous 
struggle to establish a truly ‘common’ Supreme Court, and initiate 
direly needed judicial improvements. 

In recent months we have seen a virtual wave of court cases 
in which criminals have rudely, and obnoxiously refused to accept 
the defense council of court-appointed attorneys. These men who 
question the court's authority have been so brazen as to demand that 
lawyers of their own choice defend them. In one instance a dirty 
anarchistic hippie even demanded to plead his degenerated logic before 
a group of decent, hard-working jurors. Clearly, the times call for 
pdicial reform. 

We of the Silent Majority Foundation feel sadness, and shame, 
as do all rational Americans, as we see the great institution of our 
court system used by disloyal factions to further their hateful, and 
violent nightmares. An end must be put to the disruption of our 
courts’ delicate checks, and balances. This is why we are so encouraged 
by the Supreme Court’s recent decision. At the same time, however, 
we feel that more drastic measures should be taken if the hard-won 
impartiality of our judicial system is to be protected from erosion 
from the lunatic left. 

In light of the courts obvious need of protection, we propose that 
the following changes be made in criminal court procedure: 

1. That all defendants be bound and gagged at all times during 
trial, except when giving testimony. And if the defendant should give 
“abusive,” or “unruly” testimony before the court, he be rendered 
unconscious, and fined for contempt. 

2. That all defense lawyers be court appointed in order to insure 
that irresponsible witnesses and testimony will not interfere with 
the legal process. 

3. That jurors hear all testimony through ear-phones, so the judge 
may cut-off all irrelevant testimony before it can prejudice the jury. 

4. That the prosecuting attorney have the right to preemptory 
challenge, or to veto, defense witnesses he feels will not uphold the 
court's dignity. 

5. That all witnesses giving ill-considered testimony, be fined 
$1,000, and barred from giving testimony in any other court case, 
for a period of up to 18 months. 

6. That all appeals to higher courts be considered on the basis 
of ability to pay and appeal charge of $100,000 to cover court costs. 
The payment to be sent in cash, unless the judge should waive this 

charge. (Continued on page 11) 





Apollo 11 begins Sacramento show 


Editor, the Hornet: 

The Apollo Il command ship 
in which the world’s first lunar 
explorers traveled to the moon 
and returned with lunar rocks 
arrives in Sacramento for a Six- 


day display and public viewing 
April 17-22. 
The spacecraft left North 


American Rockwell’s (NR) Space 
Division late in March aboard its 
specially - constructed, trailer- 
drawn display van. It is a tour of 
50 state capitals, plus ashington, 
DC 

Apollo 11 and the details of the 
lunar landing flight are now his- 
tory, but the genius built into the 
spacecraft structure offers many 
untold yarns for your readers 
while the command module is in 
your capital city. 

For instance, the 12,foot-tall 
Apollo 11 cominand module has 2 
million individua! functional parts, 
not including wiring or structural 
components, It contains 15 miles 
of wiring, enough to wire 51 two- 
bedroom homes, The parts and 
wiring all came together in the 
world’s largest cleanroom at NR’s 
Space Division in Downey, Califor- 
nia, where the spacecraft was built 
and checked out. It was 2 1/2 
years in the making. 

Apoll 11’s heatshield developed 
temperatures at about 4,200 de- 
grees Farenheit when it entered 
the atmosphere last July 24, Space 
Division engineers calculated this 
energy as equivalent to about 
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86,000 kilowatt hours of elec- 
tricity —- enough to light the city of 
Los Angeles for about 104 seconds, 

The Apollo iunar mission space 
craft nurtured many innovations 
in all fields of endeavor. rhe 
spacecraft command and service 
module contract made its economic 
mark through more than $1.4 bil- 
lion worth of purchase orders to 
some 7,000 suppiiers in 48 states, 

More than 6,000 California 
firms received $804 million worth 
of business for Apollo hardware, 
supplies or services from Space 
Division since the inception of the 
lunar program in 1961, A list of 
some of the large subcontracts is 
enclosed, 

In the biomedical field, Apollo 
introduced bioinstrumentation that 
monitors astronauts’ pulse, res- 
piration, blood pressure and 
temperature, Hospitals are adopt-

Proposal for general 
Studies organization 


An organizational proposal is essentially an administrative one, 

and academic administration must be derived from academic con- 
“Siderations. The resultant organization, however, must be operable 
from an administrative point of view; otherwise, chaos exists and 
the academic objectives are thwarted 

That General Studies, as now practiced on this campus, needs 
much attention, seems to be the thesis. Most of the thoughtful members 
of the faculty and administration are already aware of the many prob- 
lems of an academic nature which can beset any “‘program’’ which 
involves (1) a complicated set of objectives, (2) a restive student body 
with idealistic values, (3) a discipline-oriented faculty, and (4) a few 
state laws. An organization plan which can satisfy these conditions 
requires careful consideration and planning with many people being 
involved 

Right believe of the four components mentioned above, 
the question of the discipline-oriented faculty is crucial to the philo- 
sophical underpinning of the program. The objectives have and will 
continue to come from the faculty and the students by some kind of 
muddling process as usual, but the faculty teaching General Studies 
must be placed in some kind of organizational setup in order that 
they may be appointed to the college, retained, granted tenure, pro- 
moted, given operating expenses, a voice in campus affairs, etc., etc., 
etc., until we get to the most important provision of all -- freedom 
to think about, prepare for, and teach courses 

Though academic departments have tended to value their disciplines 
more high!y than General Studies, and this is bad ina college of this 
sort, | don't see how anyone can deny the enracinement of General 
Studies in the academic principles Maybe no one is denying this, 
but the sounds | hear from several quarters high and low suggest it 
strongly. The matter of faculty organization in General Studies now 
seems centered around two or possibly three “‘Plans."’ (1) anew 
School of General Studies with its own faculty entirely separate from 
existing schools and departments, (2) some kind of autonomous struc- 
tural organization which would administer and provide leadership for 
General Studies while utilizing faculty from existing academic depart- 
ments, and (3) (perhaps) the status quo. 

{ would reject Plan | out of hand for several reasons Historically, 
disastrous results have been experienced by most, if not all, of the 
colleges and universities where it has been tried. Also, | believe that 
of the faculty who have a genutne interest in General Studies, most 
would prefer not to abandon identification with their departments and 
disciplines. Even more seriously, there would be the constant danger 
of establishing two competing academic and administrative philosophies 
in which, for example, the generalist, teaching history in the School of 
General Studies, might find himself at severe odds with the specialist

in the same kind of history as it 1s taught in the department in the 
School of Arts and Sciences, and the restive student somehow gets 
caught in the middle Finally, for now, I do not believe that the kind 
of ideal generalist faculty which would be sought for this program 
exists in sufficient quantity on the market, nor does my personal 
measure of sensitivity for the 25 departments in the School of Arts 
and Sciences even admit of the possibility that sufficient faculty

Summer European tour Financial Aids 


Dr. Gerard A, Larson, pro- 
fessor of speech and drama at 
Sacramento State College, will be 
leading a tour to Paris and London 
this summer, beginning July 11 
and lasting to August 19. The 
forty-day tour will concentrate on 
the theatre, opera, and ballet being 
presented in two world capitals, 
Some twenty-five productions will 
be witnessed by the students of 
the tour, including plays given at 
Stratford, opera at Covent Gar- 
den and the opera house in Paris, 


The tour will include morning 
lectures on the theatre and cri- 
tiques of the productions seen, 
opportunities to visit museums 
of both capitals, and visits to 
institutions emphasizing theatre 
arts. Students of the tour will 
have a chance to compare pro- 
fessional theatre with college the- 
atre in Paris and London, 

Professor Larson chose to con-

The cost of the tour is approx- 
imately $950, which covers round

Senate gives 


$2000 to 


augment fund 


The Sacramento State Student 
Senate was presented with a re- 
quest by Ron Denault, ASSSC 
Community Affairs Coordinator on 
March 16 to augment the Student 
Loan Fund by loaning $2,000 to 
the Financial Aid Center who is 
administrator of the fund.

Editor’s note — the following 
report was submitted by William 
C. Webb, director of the Hornet 
Foundation. 


The Hornet Foundation was in- 
corporated under the laws of the 
State of California on July 31, 
1951. Its major purpose is to 
finance and manage the food ser- 
vices, bookstore, and vending en- 
terprises on the college campus. 
The Foundation obtained its 
authority to operate these facili- 
ties from the president of the 
college in the same way that the 
ASSSC obtains its authority to 
plan, finance, and conduct the stu~ 
dent acitvity program on the 
campus. 

At the time the college was 
faced with establishing a bookstore 
and later a food service facility, 
a study was conducted of the most 
effective methods of organization 
and management of these opera- 
tions, Studies showed that it was 
more feasible to have the student 
association devote its attention to 
a student activity program and to 
place the entirely different func- 
tion of managing commercial busi- 
ness enterprises under a separate 
corporation, 

The Foundation aims to manage 
and finance its enterprises on @ 
sound business basis and at the 
same time provide good service 
within a reasonable price struc- 
ture. The operation of these 
enterprises is quite similar to the 
operation of any commercial ven- 
ture. The Foundation must have 
capital to operate, pay the salar- 
ies of employees, and to meet all 
other financial obligations, The 
Hornet Foundation must provide 
its own financing and be in a 
position to absorb any losses in 
the operation. It receives no 
financial support from the college, 
the State of California, or any 
other agency or organization. 

One difference between the 


Hornet foundation manages bookstore, 


food services, vending enterprises 


operation of the Hornet Foundation 
and a private business is the use of 
possible accumulated reserves, If 
in the process of operating the food 
service, bookstore, and other 
enterprises, the Foundation ac- 
cumulates funds, these funds are 
to be used for the benefit of the 
college. Because reserves are 
utilized this way, the Foundation 
is classified as a ‘‘non-profit’’ 
educational organization and is 
exempt from paying certain 
federal and state taxes, 

The Foundation is responsible 
to the president of the college for 
its operation and must conform to 
the ‘‘principles governing the 
operation of auxiliary organi- 
zations,’ as required by the Board 
of Trustees of the California State 
Colleges, It must have its books 
audited each year by either the 
Division of Audits of the Depart- 
ment of Finance, or by 4 private 
accounting firm. 

The day-to-day business of the 
Foundation is handled by the exec- 
utive director who heads a staff 
of over 145 employees on the 
average throughout the year, Of 
this total, 41 per cent are full 
time employees and 59 per cent 
are part time, Some 78 students 
are included in the total. 

The basic policy of the Hornet 
Foundation is established by nine 
persons who comprise the F ounda- 
tion Board of Directors. The 
present representation includes 
five students, one of whom is the 
ASSSC president; the remaining 
four are appointed by the Student 
Senate upon the recommendation of 
the ASSSC president and subject 
to approval of the president of 
Sacramento State College. One 
faculty, one administrative, and 
two community representatives 
complete the Board composition, 
Board members, all of whom serve 
without pay, meet approximately 
monthly to conduct the business 
affairs of the Foundation.

could or would be willing to transfer themselves to such a new School 
of Generali Studies, especially now that General Studies is moving 
somewhat into the upper division. 

Plan 2, which is close to but now quite the same as what we are 
doing now, would be academically and administratively hopeless as an 
autonomous function, though its present existence on campus now IS 
typical of the conditions causing the concern cited in the first paragraph 
of this proposal. Basically, it would be academically bad because it 
derives its rationale and philosophy from the collective opinions of 
whatever faculty the Academic Senate appoints to the committee. 
Administratively, it is hopeless because departments cannot operate 
under two administrators simultaneously -- in this case the Dean and 
the Coordinator of General Education. 

To favor Plan 3 would be the same as saying we will continue to 
plod through as we have for the past 20 years hoping that “things 
can’t get any worse.” 

If the word autonomous is stricken from Plan 2, we have what, 
in my opinion, would be the ideal arrangement to secure what it is we 
are looking for with our General Studies Program. Plan 2 embodies 
provisions which are desirable, i.c., it contains elements of authority 
and power over the program, it seeks to initiate and innovate; it 
contains an evaluative potential for continual assessment of the 
program; it can ensure the development of generalized teaching as a 
special product of the disciplines through identification of faculty now 
on campus and those to be employed by departments in the future. Such 
a plan can best be organized and administered if incorporated into the 
total organization of the School of Arts and Sciences. Thus:

| propose the establishment of the position of Assistant Dean for 
General Studies. He would report to the Dean of Arts and Sciences 
and work with the Associate Dean primarily. (The Associate Dean has 
overall cognizance of curricular matters for the School.) This would 
be a twelve-month position at class and rank with retreat rights to a 
department. The individual would be nominated to the President b; 
the Dean upon the advice of the Academic Council of the School of 
Arts and Sciences and the General Studies Committee. The Assistant 
Dean would work with a General Studies Committee consisting of six 
faculty elected from and by the faculties of Arts and Sciences and one 
member from each of the professional schools and divisions chosen 
in a manner prescribed by them. 

The advantages of this plan are numerous. The Assistant Dean 
would be able to work freely and full-time at the task. He would re- 
ceive support and assistance by working in the structure rather than 
outside it. He would be a party to all school deliberations -- not just 
those which directly affect General Studies. He would represent 
General Studies college-wide as a liaison between the Academic 
Senate and the School of Arts and Sciences -- a serious communication 
gap as things arenow. There would be no proliferation of administrative 
organization apart from providing the Assistant Dean a secretary and 
an office. Finally, it acknowledges the fact that General Studies is one 
of the basic functions of the School of Arts and Sciences.

Environmental 
teach-in 
praised as 


‘call to action 


Praising the ‘‘teach-in’’ on our 
environmental crisis planned for 
university campuses this month as 

‘*e call to action,’’ Dr, Margaret 
Mead urged students to set ‘‘pro- 
tection of our planet” as a goal 
for their generation. 


Writing in Redbook magazine, 
the famous anthropologist called 
upon young women in particular 
to ‘develop new kinds of part- 
nerships with men’’ which will 
change the focus of their lives 
from home and community to *‘con- 
cern for the whole world,” 


Recalling that woman’s tradi- 
tional role has been that of care- 
taker, Dr. Mead declared, ‘It is 
women’s unremitting care for their 
families and homes’ that should 
serve as our ‘‘model’’ for future 
conservation, 


‘Modern women (although their 
roles have changed drasticaily) 
still are, as women always have 
been, caretakers of persons and, 
equally, caretakers of the things 
that are essential to those they 
love and for whose well-being 
they are responsible. “And it is 
just this-— responsible and devoted 
caretaking — that is the key tothe 
future. It is this capacity to relate 
things to the needs of many indiv- 
iduais that makes possible vigil- 
ance over a lifetime and for 
generation after generation,”’ 


“We are not dealing with a 
crisis that can be overcome and 
afterward forgotten,’’ Dr, Mead 
warned, ‘‘What we must work 
toward, instead, is a way of think- 
ing that will encourage all men to 
become the vigilant conservators 
of their inheritance of earth and 
air, the waters of ponds and rivers 
and seas, and all the life of the 
world,’”’ 


Women can do this because 
“they have been conservators 
without conscious thought, and as 
in so many other things, usually 
without the supporting formal rules 
and ceremonies that characterize 
men’s important activities,’’ Dr. 
Mead asserted in Redbook, 


‘*‘Men, even the most careful 
conservators, have been taught to 
think about the obstacles to be 
overcome and how to overcome 
them and so live in an opener 
world (than women), But women 
have almost always been familiar 
with closed systems and under- 
stand very well that survival within 
them depends on continuing care 
and the continuing performance of 
the same tasks over and over 
again,”’

works of the 1950s are abstract 
and surrealistic, some with themes 
derived from science fiction. 

In the 1960s Fahlstrom beganto 
use realistic images and, by at- 
taching cutout figures to the 
surface of a work by magnets, 
developed the ‘‘variable’’ painting. 
In this, the relation of figures 
to each other can be changed, and 
each change provokes different 
menta! associations. 

Fahistrom has stated his broad 
goals in his manifesto ‘“Take Care 
of the World,’’ published in 1966: 
“Consider art a way of experi- 
menting a fusion of ‘pleasure’ and 
‘insight’ . . . In painting, factual 
images of erotic or political 
character, for exaimple, bi- 


sociated, within @ game-frame- 
work, with each other and/or with 
‘abstract’ elements (character- 
forms), will not exclude but may 
incite to ‘meditational’ experi- 
ences, These, in turn, do not 
exc lud probing on everyday 
moral, social levels.’’ 

The works in the exhibition 
range from a silkscreen print on 
10 sheets of paper, after Fahl- 
strom’s first work, ‘‘Opera’’ 
(1952), a long story with abstract 
character-forms to ‘‘Blue Pool” 
(1968-9), in which cutout figures 
— numerous violet panthers (the 
Black Panthers) and soldiers on 
crutches, on individual styrofoam 
floats with lead keels — glide in 
a pool of water.

A 96-foot-iong mural, soon to 
adorn the front of the Sacramento 
State College library building, is 
being donated to SSC by city police 
officer Ed Rivera who designed 
and painted the mural depicting 
symbols of the concilio heritage 
in America, 

The mural, titled ‘‘La Cultura’’ 
(the culture), is being painted on 
plywood which will be fastened 
as & permanent fixture covering 
the entire front of the building. 
it is being painted with acrylic lay- 
tex and will be varnished with 
clear polyurethene vinyl. It has 
won the administrative approval 
of Dr, Willis J, Black, Jr. of the 
campus planning commission. 

Rivera, with the help of George 
Macias, an SSC student, and Bill 
Aguire, assistant director of the 
Washington Neighborhood Center, 


donated time to work on this pro- 
ject. The materials, which cost 
about $800, were paid for by Con- 
cilio, a council of Spanish speaking 
organizations, Movimiento Estu 
Diantil Chicano de Aztlan (MECHA) 
and by the Washington Neighbor- 
hood Center at i6th and E streets, 

The painting depicts two Aztec 
gods, Coatique and Huiztilapothtic; 
mother and son, They are 
searching for the spot where they 
will find an eagle perched upon a 
cactus with a snake in its beak, 
which is where they founded Mexico 
City, according to legend, The’ 
search is symbolized by the frog 
legs which mean they are always 
moving forward and always looking 
ahead. The serpent is the serpent 
of wisdom, At the bottom right- 
hand side of the painting is the 
inscription “El respecto al 
derecho ajeno es la paz,” (Res- 
pect for the rights of others is 
peace.)

During this summer’ s program,

Smog problems part of 
urban crisis research 


Governor Ronald Reagan re- 
cently expressed strong support 
for a joint plan by the University 
of California and State Department 
of Finance to use $187,000 in uni- 
versity ‘‘urban crisis’’ funds for 
conducting applied research into 
the problems of smog. 

The funds were approved this 
week by State Finance Director 
Verne Orr and will support 20 
air pollution research projects 
on university campuses across 
the state during the next three 
months, 

“I am _ very pleased,’’ the 
governor said, ‘‘that the univer- 
sity has chosen to include ‘air 
pollution’ in its definition of ‘ur- 
ban crisis.’ 

“Certainly, California’s smog 
problems are most acute in our 
urban areas, And, they will re- 
quire all the technical and scien- 
tific expertise our society can 
muster to solve them. 

“The University of California, 
with its world renowned research 
capabilities, has an important role 
to play in the state’s overall ef- 
fort to reduce smog, 

‘The 20 separate air pollution 
research projects this money will 
make possible can move us closer
